1th August, 1885. - . 

May it please your Excellency: 

We have the honour to .submit the Thirty-fourth Report on 
the Lunatic Department of this country for your Excellency's 
information and subsequent presentation to Parliament. 

In it will be found varions statistical and other tables, similar Statistical 
in character to those that have hitherto appeared in a regular Siunmaty. 
annual sequence, but at the same time indicative of the relative 
changes and results in the operation of the rlifferent institution.s 
for the Insane, as between 1883 and 1884, or that with which 
we have now more immediately to deal. 

On the 31st December, 1883, the total nnmhor of registered 
lunatics under treatment in Ireland amounted to 14,088, and 
were thus located; — In district asylums 0,542 of whom 5,196 
were males and 4,346 females. In the Criminal Institution at 
Dundrum, 172 — 139 males, and 33 females. In jjrivate asylums, 
including the Stewart Institution atPalmer3town,648,or 250males 
and 398 females ; while diffused among 163 workhouses was an 
aggregate of 3,726 individuals mentaUy disordered, of vvhom 1,853, 
or 799 males and 1,054 females, were epileptics or idiotic from 
infancy, and 1.873 — 689 males and 1,184 females, for the most 
part chronic, aged and hopeless ea.sos of lunacy, hut who at 
one period of. their existence had been fully possessed of 
reason. 

As regards the above inmates of unions it is to be noted that 
their numbers are very disproportionate. In some unions as 
piany as from 100 to 260 are to be found, while in othera 
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6 Thirty-fou'iih Hep<rrt on the District, Criminal, 

they are liroited from three to litleen ; an iiilglit bo supposed 
the poorhouses most thronged with tiie iiisivuc of all denomina- 
tions are those in the vicinity of cities and largo towns, such 
as Dublin, Cork, Limerick and Belfast. 

Contrasting on the' jireceding data tha registered numbers of 
both sexes, very little difforence will bu found to exist between 
each. 

Relative totals In the Criminal and district asyhmis the total of males exceeds 
of the Sexes, tij^t of females hy about 1100, while the reverse obtains in 
private lunatic institutions and workhon.ses almost to an equiva- 
lent. Independent however, of the registered in, sane as just 
adverted to there are vagrants on the bordorlaud between 
reason and insanity under the denomination of imbeciles, and for 
the moat part in rural districts, while in piipulons communities ad- 
joining towns and cities, no small mimbot of persons, particularly 
females, are to be found so utterly deleaved and incapable of 
moral feeling as to bo deemed iiuaccouutable for their conduct, 
and who if relegated to a.syliima, evincing .alter some time no 
symptoms of mental disease, would neces.sarily be discharged. 

Ratio of Betting down the population of Ireland at five millions and 

p^pSSo™ dealing with recognised .statistical facts it may bo assumed that 
about one individual in every 350 is more or less mentally affected, 
and tliat actual lunatics or those who at one period of life po.ssesaed 
clear reasoning powers may be approximately sot down at one 
in every i50, the difference for the most part being constituted 
of epileptics, idiots, and congenital imbeciles. In regard to this 
calculation, however, it should be borne in mind that a normal 
proportion of the sane to the insane has been iinjiaired within 
the past few decades by an emigration not di.stant from a million 
and a half of the healthiest of the inhabitants of this country, 
a fact illustrated by the pi-esent re.sidonoo in poorhouses of no 
less than 3,775 labouring under some form of mental disease 
independent of the aged, infirm, and physically prostrate. 

Patients in At the close of 1884, the then patients in District Asylums, 
District 22 in number, amounted to 9,687, but it would be erroneous to 

lyums. assume that there existed siiitahlo accommodation for that 

number in regard to males and female.s alike, for though in 
someof them, owing torecent additions, there were many vacancies, 
others were much overcrowded. The Inspectors have uniformly 
endeavoured to obviate deficiencies with the view of adding to 
the comfort, occupation, and well-being of their inmates. In- 
creased day-room and dormitory provision, simply structural in 
itself, ^ does not require the expensive and varied adjuncts 
esseiitial to these institutions, they ns a rule having been 
provided for in the original buildings. 'Ws advert to the present 
subject, as the question of enlarging three asylums is before your 
Excellency, with the hope that the Executive may sustain 
recommendations submitted by us h<ith as Inspectors and 
Members of the Board of Ooutrol. 
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Between the 1st of January, 1884, at which date 9,542-5,196 
males and 4,346 females were under ti-eatment, and the 31st 
Deoemher of the same year, 2,736 patients were admitted — 1,519, 
men and 1,217 women — into District Asylums, raising the total 
during that year to 12,278. The following summary gives their 
disposal in the course of the twelvemonth: 1,161 — 633 being 
males and 518 females — were discharged cured, and 462, in almost 
equal proportion between each sex, relieved, and 111 not improved 
thus far constituting a total of 1,724. 

The deaths amounted to 866 — 47 4 men and 391 women, all with Peathi. 
the exception of six from natural causes ; in which latter cases a 
coroner’s inquest on each returned a verdict of purely accidental 
without blame to any official; two individuals only escaped. 

There thus remained under treatment at the end of the year 1884 
an aggregate of 9,687 patients, or 145 more than at its commence- 
ment. 

With reference to cures, if calculated on admissions, the pro- Cums. 
portion would he 41 per cent, the practice generally adopted 
in public reports at home and abroad ; but if on what has always 
appeared to us the 'more legitimate basis of a daily average 
during the year, it would decline to 9^, for it should be borne in 
mind that the recoveries, though largely effected in recent cases, 
or to more than one-halfj leave a wide margin for those of a 
comparatively chronic character previously in hospital. In other 
words, 30 far as curative results only are engaged, about a tenth 
of those under treatment have benefited in district asylums 
during the past year, a return at least just as favourable as obtains 
elsewliere. 

The expenditure in 1883 for the support of district lunatic ExpendUnr* 
asylums amounted to £219,568 11s. 9d, As the details thereof were 
minutely furnished in a subsequent report it is needle.ss to dwell 
upon them at present, suffice it to say that the auditorial dis- 
allowances were only three, namely £1 6s. 2d. for overpaid wages, 

£1 for printing copies of a memorial drawn up by the staff of the 
Carlow Asylum, relative to their pensions and allowances. The 
third was for a sum of £226 17s. 4cf. a double payment made 
through the misrepresentions of a contractor who failed and died 
before legal steps could be taken to recover it. The Besident 
Medical Superintendent being held responsible for the oversight 
had to refund the amount. 

On the 1st of January, 1881, there was a balance in hands to 
the credit of the various Boards of £49,285 11s. 8d. In the course 
of the year certificates, as issued from the office of Inspector’s, 
in accordance 'with the statute, for Grand Jury presentments, 
amounted to £121,221 10a lOd. ; the Treasury Grant was £94,500 ; 
for pay patients whose admission was sanctioned by the In- 
spectors £5,497 Os. 8d. was received ; by sale of farm and garden 
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produce, exclusive of what was locally cousumed £2,6D5 la. lid. 
was realized; and from miseellaneou.s .sources £1,672 15s. id.— 
constituting a receipt totiil of £27+,S72 0.s. 3d. 

The aggregate expenditure in the same period amounted to 
£221,695 17s. Sd, and was thus accounted foi- — Salaries, Wages, 
and Superannuations, £4S,9S I Os. 3(7. ; prnvi.sious includinggrooeries, 
medicines, wines, and spirits, £100, 220 19s. Id; clothing and 
bedding. £25,152 l7s. fld; fuel, light, and washing materials, 
£6,041 Os. Id; structural repairs, £13,154 11s; the balance of 
outlay being made up principally of the following items : domestic 
furniture, insurances, farm and garden, and ordinary incidental 
e.tponses such as books, papeiu, po.stage, &c. A balance thus 
remained of £53,176 2s. Od. to credit account on 31st of 
December, 1884. 

A™rage pet maintenance cost per head in 1883 was £23 9s. ; in 1884, 

head. ^23 Qg . being a reduction of 8s. Id. in the past twelvemonth, 

, from which if the Capitation Treasury grant of £10 8s. and 
also the exti-aneons receipts of about 10s. per head per annum 
be deducted, the actual cost for individmal support upon the local 
rates would be £12 2s. lid., or little more than that of ordinary 
paupers one with another in Union workhouses. Hence it cannot 
but appear while Board of Governors in district lunatic asyhuns 
are wiUing to administer in a liberal .spirit to the well-being of 
the insane they do not overlook their duty to the rate-paying 
community. 

Engiund and Contrasting the relative population of England and 'Wales with 
Wales that of Ireland, and the proportion of insanity as recognisable 
irSiT'* statistics in both countries, their position .appears to be 
analogous. On the 1st of the pre.seut year the inhabitants of 
England and Wales amounted to 27,500,000, and at the same 
period there were among all classes of the community and under 
every denomination of the disease 79,700 patients. Similarly iu 
Ireland with a population of 5,000,000 there were 14,288 regis- 
tered insane. So far showing th.at while there was one mentally 
affected in every 345 resident in the sister country, the ratio in 
Ireland stood at about one to S4S. 

With regard, however, to the proportion of lunacy in the two 
sexes, a very marked difference is noticeable between this country 
and England, Wales included ; here lunacy may be considered as 
dejacto equally divisible between both, while in England females 
are in excess by 16 per cent. 

Anjiyais. Analyzii^ the condition of the 9,687 patients in the district 
asylums, with reference to a probable, or perhaps more accurately 
speaking a possible, curability in the returns before u.s, 7,399 
are recorded as hopeless cases — and 2,288 as admitting favorable 
anticipations, if not of actual recovery, at least of improvement. 

Fortunately, on the score of patients deemed curable, we would 
seem at present to be more favourably circumstanced than in 
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Enffland, where the proportion of curable to incurable is little 
over six per cent., the difference being caused by the great number 
of incurable and chronic eases which have been transferred during 
the la.st two years from union workhouses into county and 
borough asylums. In thus adverting to the extent of insanity in 
the United Kingdom, our object is to meet a prevalent impression 
that the establishment and current maintenance of lunatic asylums 
are, generally speaking, attended with an uncalled for expenditure, Goneral 
the end, and principally so far as cures are concerned, not as it Dedactious. 
were justifying the means, while the outlay on them steadily 
increases. Ho doubt the cost of these institutions both in their 
erection and annual support is very large, but it should be 
remembered that it is for a specific and unavoidable purpose not 
only as regards the inmates whom they harboui', but society at 
large. Insanity, however inexplioable the causes, bears in these 
Island.s a notaVjle proportion, as above observed, to their respective 
inhabitants. That a larger provision should gradually become 
requisite for accommodating the insane, is mainly attributable to 
the fact that with a more judioions treatment and a generous 
regard to domestic comforts, in return for deprived liberty, their 
longevity has even within the present generation been much 
increased ; hence, and in a great proportion of oases, with the 
absolute incurability of mental disease in itself and its frequent 
recurrence after a temporary recovery, an explanation is afforded 
why asylums should be congested with chronic cases, even to 93 
per cent, in one of the wealthiest, most populous and enlightened 
counties in England, where out of 5,890 patients 263 only are 
accounted curable. 

As regards the question of the growth of insanity from year to Growth of 
year the fact should not bo overlooked, particularly having regard Insanity, 
to the ratio of lunacy numerically to the population, that if, for 
example, in a quinquennial period, the population of a country 
increases by 1,700,000, at the rate of one lunatic in every 345, 

4,928 would be added to the registered insane. 

Finally, there is another factor which has recently tended to 
an accepted increase of mental disease in the comm\mity, that 
within the past twenty years the recognition of insanity has a 
much broader basis than pi'eviously, both in its legal and medical 
aspect 



DUNDRUM criminal ASYLUM 

On the 31st December, 1884, there were 178 patients confined Dnadmm. 
in this Institution, or, taking the aggregate of sexes, six above the 
normal number, but with reference to each the accommodation 
for males was overcrowded by 18 bed.s, while there were 12 
vacancies in the female divisions ; thus a serious inconvenience 
ensued, so far as the male inmates were concerned, interfering 
with discipline and satirfactory arrangements for their well being 
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ancl safety. We coii.sef[iieiitIy fe]t bound to expr&ss our opinions 

StTuctnral Eseeutivo on the neco.s.slty of structural enlargements at 

EnlKBemsutj!. gy v,g,is^ tho same time of increM- 

ing day-room and dining-ball accommodation, and tlio construction 
of suitable workshops. Some of the requisite improvements ate in 
process of being carried out. 

Aiimiasioni! During the past year twonty-six; male patients wove admitted 
' ’ of whom six were chargnd with murder, a like number with 
personal assaults, two with burglaries, six -with broaches of the 
Articles of War, and .six with theft and other ofteuces. Three 
females only were received— two honitcides, and one certified to 
he insane while undergoing imprisonment for larceny. Thus the 
total under troatmont during the twelvomontii was 2(11. Of 
whom fifteen wore discharged — twelve males and three females. 
Three men e.scapod. While the deaths, all from natural causes, 
were limited to five — four males and one female. There con- 
sequently remained under treatment at the close of 1884, 178 
— 146 males and 32 foraale.s, or six more between both sexes than 
at its commencement. 

Mortality. The annual mortality at Dundrum h.as, from its opening in 
1850, been as a rule remarkably small. The percentage last year 
upon the total resident was below that in the eommunity at large 
and scarcely a third of its amount in ordinary hospitals for the 
insane. Of the five who died in 1884, throe had exceeded their 
seventieth year. 

Escapes. Independent, however, of throe permanent escapes already 

adverted to a like number, hut of a temporary character not 
exceeding a few days absence wore effected. This unpre- 
cedented number of escapes, and all within the period of a few 
months, caused some uneasiness to the Iii,spectors, as heads of the 
Lunacy Department in this ooimtry, and having from the openmg 
of the Dundrum Asylum a large statutory control in its manage- 
ment, we could not but regret that tlio character which it 
evenly maintained for thirty-six years, should be, even passingly 
affected, and that recommendations conveyed in oflScial repoi b 
from time to time, had not been adopted. 

Eor a considerable period we were apprehensive of dangerous re- 
sults from an accumulation of prisoners, fully three-fifths of whom 
had been charged with murder, some of them being quite sane, and 
many ihough peculiar in their conduct and language, still in- 
telligent, meditating schemes of escape; while othem whose 
offences were less flagrant coalesced with them — all yearning after 
freedom, and imprc.ssed with the belief that, do as they might, 
being inmates of a lunatic asylum they would be irresponsible for 
their acts. 

In this state of things without dwelling on details, the two 
principal difficulties to surmount referred to a paucity of male 
attendants, and to the nneafe condition of the boundaiy walls to 
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an area of tliirfcy acres of land belonging to the institution. As 
regards the first it may be remarked that in the sister country 
thei’e ai'e, in some of its public asylums, an attendant to ten 
ordinary inmates. At Broadmoor, for criminals, a model establish- 
ment in every resjoect — the proportion of warders to patients is 
about one to six. At the Insane Pidson at Perth, in Scotland, 
one to five and a quarter; but in Dimdrum, one only to twelve. 

So far, then, on the score of vigilance, or a certain protection 
through the medium of attendants, we have been for some time, 
and with a worse class of patients, unfavourably circumstanced. 

But, apart altogether from .supervision, the boundary walls were 
so low in many places as to offer an unceasing opportunity for 
attempts at eseajre. The attention of Government, however, 
having heen directed to the above deficiencies, decisive steps have 
been taken to remedy them. During their progre.ss the temporary 
employment of twelve members of the police, resident on the 
premises, has been authorized for protective objects. 

From the returns before ua, in regard to crime, it appears that Analysis of 
at the end of the year 1884, there was a total of seventy-nine 
charged with murdei", sixty-three males and sixteen females ; and 
of personal assaults, forty-four — ^forty men and four women ; five 
were charged with areon, four males and one female ; six males 
for breaches of the Articles of War, eight for burglary, and the 
remainder, thirty-six in number, for thefts and minor offences. 

With respect to the social condition ot the inmates, the married SooW 
and widowed amounted to forty, and the single to ISS. The 
number of males employed averaged fifty, that of the females 
twenty-five. 

The expenditiu-e for the financial year ending Slst March, 

1885, amounted to £G,o44 Os, 9d, and the average cost for each 
patient £3G 7s. IcZ., exclusive of fuel, light, and washing materials.

“ GtENTLEMEn,- — T have the honour herewith to forward my report to 
accompany the StitUtical and Financial Tables, the former of which are, 
as usual, made up to the end of the calendar year, 1884, and the latter to 
the end of the financial year, viz., Slab March, 1886. 

“ It is matter oi much gratification to me that, as shown by the 
statistical tables, the death-rate should have been much reducedduring the 
year 1884 as compared with somethreo or four years previous. The epide- 
mic of lung disease which burst on the house some years ago appears at last 
to have worn itself out, and but two deaths were due to this cause during 
the year* 1 884,thesBbeiug two cases which, so to speak, remained over from 
the epidemic, the fatal result havmg been delayed for some years by 
care Mid treatment. The total number of dearths during fiie ycfar was 
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only five, viz., fom* males and one female j giving a percentage of 2*7 on 
the daily average of inmates, as conipaverl witli 9*5 in the previous year, 
■when sixteen deaths occurred, of which the greater number were due to 
diseases of the lungs. 

“ It is on the other hand a matter for regret that the escapes and 
attempts to escape have been more nninerous than usual during the past 
year. The facilities for escape, especially in the case of prisoners who 
are sane, or nearly so, have hitherto been such as absolutely to constitute 
a direct temptation to those who are capable of combining and co- 
operating towards a given end, as has been the case with all those who 
have attempted escape during the year. 

These facilities may be stated to have been — 

<'l. LuvnioKs -jf the houadavy walls, to .such a di?gveo that prisoners 
have sometimes ‘ nished ’ them with the attendants in full pursuit. 

“ 2. Iiiaufficiency of the staff. This will be appreciated when I state 
that in the coiTcspoiiding asylum of Broadmoor the strength of the staff 
amounts to sixty-foui‘ attendants in direct coiitixct with, and in charge of, 
patients, for an average of about 375 of tlie latter ; while here we have 
had only ten such attendants for an average of over 1 40 male prisouers. 
That is to say, in Broadmoor it is held thnt a proportion of one in less 
than six is req^uired for the safe custody of the {irisoners, while here we 
Lavehad to undertake the same charge and custody on a proportion of one 
to over fourteen prisoners. It is to be observed, moreover, that with a 
staff not only relatively so few, but actually so smullj absence on leave, 
viz., attendants on each afternoon of the week, illness, or the re- 
qiiircmoDts of special duties, tell much more heavily ; so that at par- 
ticular times of the day we have often had but two attendants to guard, 
it may bo, ninety to one hundred patients all crowded together into one 
conidor, from want of a staff sufficiently strong to divide them into 
two. 

“3. Insufficiency of pimishment of tlie attendants when, ;xs has some- 
times undoubtedly been the case, escapes have been distinctly ti-aceable 
to negligence on their part. The punishmentAvhicli lam myself empowered 
to indict amoiuits to a fine of five shillings only, and this I regaid as 
nominal merely. 

“ I am however happy to be able to add that considerable amelioration 
has lately been effected under all these heads. A substantial addition 
has been made to the height of the walls in most places. His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant has authoiized the employmejit of two lulditioiial 
hands pending Treasury sanction for an iucveusc of the staff j and in at 
least one recent case, but since the close of last year, I have obtained 
sanction for a penalty for negligence which will, I think, have a most 
wholesome effect in awakening the attendants to a sense of their re- 
sponsibilities in future. 

“ I have been compelled to find grave fault with some of tlie contractors 
fliunng the year. The worst case was that in which I had to reject, and 
report f-he meat contractor for sending in, 701bs of diseased meat, on the 
5th July, Jind the storekeeper for accepting the same. The certificate 
of Dr. Cameron, the City Analyst, placed the diseased coi.-^Iiticn of the 
meat beyond question, but it was indeed sufficiently obvious both by 
appoiirancc and odour, alike before and after cooking. 
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Anotlier case, in -whicli a clothing eontractoi' had sent in, and tho 
Btoroheeiier had accepted, snpiilioa of inateriala oonsklerahly in excess of 
my order, T dealt with myself hi my capacity of accounting officer for 
the vote, and compelled tho roturii of the amount paid than for, which 
exceeded i'42, by which amount the entire vote would have been exceeded 
had I allowed this transaction to pass unnoticed. 

“The total amount of saving on the vote was only 5s. 9d. for the 
entire year. 

“ S. am compelled once again to advert to the limited accommochition of 
the house on the male side, particularly in the matter of separate cells for 
sleeping in ; tho anxieties due to this cause when dangerous piisonei's 
have to bo placed in a-ssociated dormitorias, where they may offer 
violence to their fellow prisoners, can hardly bo over estimated.

The Resident Physician adverts to an insuffieient power 
punishment against attendants, being granted him, on whom he 
would inflict heavier fiiio-s. We dissent from his views, and think 
the amount ample. 

• For -five and twenty years after the opening of the Dundrum 
Asylum fines were almost unknown, and the Public Service did 
not suffer. We are glad, however, to notice that the Resident 
Physician himself, though anxious to have greater punitive 
authority, recognises that tlie necessity has obviously diminished. 

Looking to tlie stalT of attendants in District Asylums on over 
9,0(W inmates, the total amount of fines during last year did not 
exceed £22, while in Dundrum they reach £5 6s. 



WORKHOUSES. 

According to the official records supplied us by the Local PooAoiism. 
Government Board an aggregate of 3,775 persons lahounng unt^r 
some form or other of mental disease was to be found in the ^ 
union workhouses of Ireland on the 1st of January, 1885 ; of 
these 1,518 were males and 2,257 females, the greater portion 
epileptic or imbecile from birth, while the diifereiice 'was 
stituted of aged and demented lunatics. The total number of 
these inmates differed only by fifty-six in 1883-84, the very small 
excess being in the last nam^ year. 
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ChmactoAtio classes just adverted to are, as it were, indigenous 

linatks. ■1^° poorhouses having been located in them in early life by the 
relieving officers of unions when abandoned and in a destitute 
state — very few of them, comparatively speaking, being transferred 
from district asylums. In fact, Board.? of Guardians are for the 
most part strongly opposed to the detention of insane patients in 
workhouses, although aware that if suitable provision was made 
for their treatment in them, the benefits derivable from district 
asylums would bo largely increased, their overcrowding by 
hopeless oases obviated, and the admission of acute and curable 
ones facilitated at the proper time. 

General Genuine advantages accrue, and a true economy secured by an 

Dediietions. gg^ly recognition of the advisable. Wo have so frequently expressed 
our views in parliamentary reports on the best mode of meeting 
lunatic requirements geuorally in this country, as between public 
hospitals for the insane on the one hand, and woi'khouses on the 
other, that it is needless to readv'ert to them in detail. 

With I'egard to the personal care bestowed on the lunatic popu- 
lation in poorhouses, and taking into account the limited provision 
for them in union buildings, we have no reason to complain, they 
are treated with consideration, placed on a nutritious dietary, and 
allowed by Boards of Guardians all extras recommended by the 
attending physicians. 

The large number of aged and tranquil inniate.s to be found in 
what are denominated the idiot cells of workhouses .affords a 
proof that their comforts are not neglected, ns we oureelves can 
testify to from poraonal observation. 



PRIVATE ASYLUMS. 

Private The number of private or proprietary asylum.? for the recep- 

Aayinms, tion of paying patients 1ms been increased by one only in the 
past year. It is situated in the neighbourhood of the metropolis, 
and belongs to a religious order possessed of largo establishments 
for the insane both in Eranco and Belgium, The institution solely 
for the residence of males, and formerly the seat of a gentleman of 
fortune, stands in a park of about forty acres. A considerable outlay 
of from £7,000 to £8,000 has been just expended on the premi,ses 
so as to render them in every respect suitable for the i-eception of 
.sixty inmates. Under the general denomination of private asylums 
there are just now twenty-two establi.shimmts in this country, 
of which four being charitable or mixed foundations are exempt 
liom the payment of licenses — viz., Swift’s or St. Patrick’s 
Hospital, and dating so far back as 174S, retaining much of its 
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original character and arrangements ; Bloomfield, -which belongs 
to the Society of Friends ; the Stewart Institution ; and the 
Hospice of St. Vincent do Paul for Females, and conducted by a 
community of ladies attached to a religions order of the same 
name. The remaining eighteen are bound at an annual payment 
of £220 paid to the Treasury Remembrancer through the In- 
spectoi-s. The aggregate yearly number of patients under treatment 
in these different institutions for a considerable period has been 
very approximate. At the close, for example, of 1882, 1883, and 
1884, there was not a difference between any two of six, they 
being respectively in each twelvemonth C35, 636, C39. On the 
l.st January, 1884, there were 636 under treatment — 247 males 
and S89 females ; during the same year 162 were admitted, con- 
stituting a total of 798, or 323 men and 475 women, of which 
seventy-tliree were discharged as cured, eighteen improved, and 
twenty-one so far incurable. It is but fair to observe that the 
recoveries, as also improvements, were fully equal in proport.ion 
to those in public asylums for the same date. The mortality 
amounted to forty-six — all from natural causes with the exception 
of two ; one from suicide, the other purely accidental. On both 
inquests were held with verdicts exculpatory of any neglect. 

The deaths were about 1 per cent, below the average in Deaths, 
ordinary asylums. From the 798 already noted a.s being under 
treatment in 1884, abstracting discharges and deaths, there 
remained in private asylums on the 31st Ueoemher last 639 
persons mentally affected — 244 males, 395 females. 

With the management generally of licensed houses for the Management 
insane we have no justifiable causes of complaint to hand im- Generally, 
mediately under our jurisdiction. Admissions into them cannot 
be sanctioned without our knowledge and approval, ard on duly 
authorized medical certificates and the personal application of 
responsible friends or relatives. In this country there are no 
magisterial visitors, consequently a more definite responsibility 
is entailed, and moi’e frequent inspections on onr part, so 
as to obviate undue detentions and contingent irregularities. In 
a social point of -view, many of the institutions in question axe 
maintained in a highly satis&ctory manner, and in a mode becoming 
the antecedents of the afflicted themselves ; others are by no means 
so well circumstanced, particularly when stipends are not only 
small, hut, as we are infonned, irregularly paid. The depressed 
state of the country tells no doubt against some of the owners of 
licensed asylums, as borne out by the increasing applications to 
us for the transference of persons previously of fair means to 
public institutions. 

In conclusion we would observe that the Statutory Provisions 
of the 6th & 6th Viet., Cap. 123, in regard to tha attendance of 
Visiting Physicians and Clergymen of different denominations, 
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are duly carried out, and that no charges of harsliness or neglect 
have been made by patients or their friends with any sustained 
justification. Within the jiast twenty years, it is satisfactory to 
remark, that one action oirly was brought into court — Queen’s 
Bench — for illegal detention, in wluoh a verdict was returned in 
favour of the defendant. 

Most respectfully submitting the preceding Beport to your 
Excellency, which in its details will be fully borne out by the 
various Statistical Records to be found in the Appendices, and 
regretting that, from unavoidable circumstances, it should not be 
available for issue at an earlier period,

SiE, — I am dii'Gctod by the Inspector's to state that a question having 
been mooted as to a priority of right botween tho ollicers of I’liblio 
Asylums to select the time of their tulting theii' annual vaaition, the 
Inspectors are of opinion, as ooncnrred in by the Government, that the 
Resident' Medical Suporintendent as tho Chief Executive Head of tliu 
Institution, and whoso duties coniine him so ooutinnously to a reshhurce 
within the precincts of the institrrtiori, shordcl urrquestiouahly be accordod 
the privilege of the iii'Eit selection ; second, the visiting physician ; and 
so consecirtively as regards other oflioers, irr acoordimee ■with their position, 
but to hold good for the continuous and definite time so as not to 
interfere -with the convenience of tire next officer in order of priority. 

In asylums provided witli assistants, tho subordinate officer, or a 
substitute, takes the place of his superior dur'ing his absence, atrd dis- 
charges his duties, and it is obvious both should rrever be absent at tho 
same time, on leave,
